Relish, Karoo Kombuis, Mix and 
Swartberg Arms have won the Klein 
Karoo Gourmand Awards/Smulpaap 
Toekennings for 2012. The four local 
restaurants joined 16 other first time re- 
cipients of the brand new award for the 
Top 20 restaurants in the Klein Karoo, 
which included Prince Albert. 


The winners were announced in 
Oudtshoorn on 19 December 2012. 
Prince Albert was placed second to 
Oudtshoorn, which had seven restaurants 
in the Top 20. De Rust, Montagu and 
Barrydale boasted two winners each, 
while Calitzdorp and Ladismith each had 
one winning restaurant. Ronnie’s Sex 
Shop on the R62 between Ladismith and 
Barrydale received a special award as a 
tourism beacon and for its contribution to 
tourism in the region over the last 10 to 
12 years. 


Celebrity chef, Francois Ferreira and 
‘foodie’, Anne Hadley, initiated the 
Klein Karoo Gourmand Awards with the 


support of Oudtshoorn newspaper, Die 
Hoorn and South Cape Vineyards, which 
has wine cellars in Oudtshoorn, Barrydale 
and Ladismith. Ferreira is principal of the 
Eden School of Culinary Arts in George 
and is a respected personality on the South 
African culinary scene. Hadley and her late 
husband, Ian, were the driving force behind 
the annual CXpress Culinary Awards for 
the Garden Route a decade ago. 


Interviewed by the Friend, Ferreira said 
that the awards were “about consistency, 
consistency, consistency... in terms of the 
quality of food and service. And here we 
include ambience, the menu and wine list 
and the standard of a restaurant’s facili- 
ties.” 


From June 2012 a team of 12 ghost diners 
visited 220 restaurants from Montagu to 
Prince Albert. A shortlist of 80 restaurants 
was drawn up, and then reduced to 40. 
From that the final 20 winners were se- 
lected. Ferreira pointed out that the win- 
ning restaurants were each visited on six 
different occasions and at different times of 
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the day depending on the nature of the 
restaurant. Restaurants were judged on 
their own merits according to the compe- 
tition’s criteria and were not compared 
with others. 


The ghost diners were anonymous, were 
not sponsored and paid for their meals 
themselves. “Most were ordinary people 
— Joe Public — who like food. A small 
number were professionals, who looked 
more at the technical aspects,” Ferreira 
explained. Judging for the 2013 Top 20 
Awards starts in February and Ferreira is 
convinced that they will contribute to 
improved quality of food and service in 
restaurants in the Klein Karoo. “We 
have seen the positive impact of the 
CXpress Culinary Awards on restaurants 
on the Garden Route these last ten years. 
Judging has become tougher as the res- 
taurants have improved in all aspects of 
quality and service.” 


Prince Albert’s winning restaurateurs 
were taken aback but very pleased when 
they heard the news of their awards in 
the middle of January. 


Nicola Fellows, owner of Mix Artisan 
Bistro & Fine Art Gallery, told the 
Friend, “I am so chuffed that Prince Al- 
bert has done so well. For a town of our 
size, four winning restaurants is an 
achievement to be proud of.” Tourism 
Manager, Zelia Mullins, said, “This is a 
real “pluimpie” for the town in a year 
that so much has happened to put us on 
the map!”

einde van die maand reeds voor midder- 
nag opkom. Mens moet dus die maklik 
herkenbare Skerpioen kan vind voor jy 
met sekerheid Saturnus sal vind, omdat 
hy nie helderder as die sterre in sy omge- 
wing is nie. Saturnus se ringe is nou weer 
mooi oopgedraai, wat hom ’n pragtige 
objek maak om deur ’n teleskoop te be- 
kyk. 


Jupiter, met magnitude -2.2, is nog net 
vir ’n paar uur na sononder te sien, in die 
sterrebeeld van die Bul, in ’n noordweste- 
like rigting, maar is nog steeds die hel- 
derste objek in die aand, wat hom baie 
opsigtelik maak.

Nevertheless, things 
many of us can’t live without, including 
the remains of dead animals, fill the bags, 
pack the car, and accumulate in the fridge 
and pantry. At the axis glimmers of the 
other side threaten to burst the fragile 
bubbles of perceived worlds in the gaunt- 
let between cashier and private mobile 
oven that can whisk you quickly away to 
the cool oasis behind the walls 
(previously hedgerows), under the trees, 
comforted by a semblance of exclusivity. 


Just as applicant number five hundred and 
eighty four has registered as unemployed 
in order to receive a meagre sum that 
barely feeds the family and a bad habit, a 
series of champagne corks pop marking 
an arbitrary date in the universe. Now a 


regulated starting point for new begin- 
nings, inclusivity, community, abundance, 
enlightenment, progress, promises, vision, 
and hope, all embarrassingly short lived 
through an obligatory display of bravado 
and fake determination. Transient solace 
settles when turning over the proverbial 
new leaf in a book of many pages. But 
long before the Ides of March the gym 
subscription gets shelved; the puppy is 
older, demanding, less cute, a nuisance; 
salads have gained flesh, loaves, and 
gravy; and good intentions give in gra- 
ciously to convenient collapse syndrome. 


The shining concept of renewal sparkles 
like a jewel in murky quagmire status quo. 
While attempting to identify what truly 
transcends the barriers towards positive, 
inclusive and life-affirming action, nature 
is our only inspiration. The water snake 
emerging from its old skin a bigger, 
bolder, more intense and focused being. 
Or even more radically, the butterfly that 
undergoes a complete transformation of 
body and mind, diet, movement style, 
sexuality, and defies all that it assumed 
to be true, notwithstanding the law of

gravity. Like the moulting of feathers or fur 
in higher animals, sometimes the process is 
slower, but the shedding of the old, and the 
welcoming of the new provides vigour and 
expectation that we will triumph though the 
shift into a pristine paradigm of a brighter 
future for the residents of planet earth.

he Auditor General has rewarded 

the Prince Albert Municipality’s 
achievements in improving its financial 
management by giving it the Most Im- 
proved Medium Capacity Municipality 
in the Western Cape award. This fol- 
lows the unqualified audit report the 
Municipality received for the 2011 — 
2012 financial year. Only two years 
ago the Auditor General issued a dis- 
claimer because of the Municipality’s 
poor or non-existent financial records. 


Municipal Manager, Heinrich Mettler, 
told the Friend that he was pleased 
with the Municipal financial team’s 
efforts. “We did what we set out to do. 
Firstly we met our predetermined ob- 
jectives and our budget was spent cor- 
rectly in delivering services and meet- 
ing the strategic objectives we had set 
ourselves ahead of time. Only eleven 
municipalities of the 30 in the Western 
Cape achieved this. Then we complied 
with laws and regulations and finally, 
we followed correct procedures and 
our financial statements reflect this.” 


Mettler said that the Municipality had 
made a commitment to the Premier of 
the Western Cape that it would achieve 


a clean audit in 2014/2015. 


The Auditor-General was concerned that 
the Municipality did not have an internal 
audit unit and noted that it was critical to 
invest in one. Mettler said that a shared 
services plan had been put in place for 
one internal audit unit that would serve 
the four municipalities of the Central 
Karoo. Funds were currently being raised 


to finance the unit. 


Mettler paid credit to the Council for 
creating an atmosphere in which the 
administration could get on and do 
what it had to do to improve financial 
management. “Council plays a good 
oversight role and keeps us on our toes. 
At the same time the councillors make 
quick decisions, put aside political dif- 
ferences when needed and always put 
Prince Albert first.” 


He paid tribute to Jannie Neethling and 
his leadership of the Finance Depart- 
ment and also to Pedro Oliphant who 
administers the service delivery imple- 
mentation programme. 


Mettler told the Friend that 2013 
would be the “Year of Professional- 
ism” for the Prince Albert Municipal- 
ity. “In 2012, we set out to prove that 
we could deliver. This year we will do 
what we did last year and aim to be 
more professional. We will not make 
outrageous promises that we cannot 
fulfil, but we will offer the best ser- 
vices we can for the betterment of the 
community.”

Kotsi said a card or letter is easy to keep 
and will not be deleted or lost when a 
phone is upgraded or a hard disk crashes. 
“Tt will outlast flowers, it takes up very 
little storage space and when you reread 
it years later, it will evoke more memo- 
ries than any other keepsake.”

oe wonderful thing about retir- 
ing to the country is that instead of 
your world shrinking it expands. Take 
mohair and Angora goats for example.

I know all this because I was lucky 
enough to accompany Gay van Hasselt to 
a Veld-Ram sale in Willowmore re- 
cently. And overnight learnt more about 
Angoras and the Veld-Ram Club concept 
than I ever thought possible. 


The aim of the Veld-Ram Club is to al- 
low “objective selection of genetically 
superior animals.” 


The way it works is that animals from 
different studs are run together, on the 
same veld, under a Flock Master. Here, 
for six months, they all receive the same 
treatment, experience the same environ- 
mental hardships and are subject to two 
‘classings’ at which those not meeting 
breed standards are rejected. Farmers pay 


a non-refundable fee for each ram sub- 
mitted which discourages the submission 
of inferior stock. 


It is a concept that is actively supported 
by Gay and is in line with her late hus- 
band Clive’s breeding policy of produc- 
ing a long-bodied, larger ram. One that 
can walk to find its food, has a greater 
capacity for defending itself, throws 
stronger kids with the potential for pro- 
ducing more milk and, consequently with 
better mothering qualities. 


All the goats for this particular sale were 
run in the Baviaanskloof veld under the 
experienced eye of flock master, and 
2011 Landbou Farmer of the Year, Bar- 
ries Snijman. On intake 115 rams from 
six different studs were all weighed, mi- 
crons* sent away for independent testing 
and each ram individually judged or 
‘classed’ by a qualified Agent or Inspec- 
tor. 


Then the rams were shorn and turned out 
together, effectively becoming Snijman’s 
responsibility (for dipping, dosing and 
veld management) for the next six 
months. 


The rams then had their weight and 
microns measured again along with the 
length of their newly-grown fleece

(as measured at the middle rib). The accu- 
mulated data were published in a compre- 
hensive booklet available the day before 
the sale giving each ram’s details, lot num- 
ber, and the breeder’s name. 


On the morning of the sale all the rams 
were staked out individually so that buyers 
could examine them more closely. Then, 
using the information contained in the 
booklet, they could focus on economic 
factors (growth, microns, length of fleece, 
etc) to select the ram that best suited their 
specific production requirements. “It is a 
far better way,” says van Hasselt, “to pur- 
chase genetically genuine stock than by 
having to second-guess an animal that has 
been ‘window-dressed’ for showing pur- 
poses.” 


Of the 115 rams submitted from the FE 
Colborne, Hobson, Short and van Hasselt 
studs three died, three were kept back and 
33 were rejected.

Prince Albert’s New Soccer Fields 


rince Albert’s Executive Mayor, 

Cllr Goliath Lottering, has had a 
dream come true. For many years he has 
been involved with the Stars Football 
Club. He is currently President of the 
Prince Albert Local Football Association 
and also a member of the SAFA Central 
Karoo Regional Executive. 


Mayor Lottering has always championed 
soccer and encouraged youngsters to 
play the game. Energetic youth needs a 
healthy way of letting off steam. The 
Mayor quoted the Department of Sport 
saying: “A child in sport is a child out of 
court.” Now there is a new soccer prac- 
tice ground for use by local men’s and 
women’s teams, and providing an oppor- 


tunity for practice, recreation and the blos- 
soming of future champions. 


The bright green vibracrete walls of the 
new ground in the North End close to the 
main road can hardly be missed by resi- 
dents and visitors. Its construction has been 
observed and commented on at length. The 
old gravel playing field was upgraded to a 
modern soccer field with funding from a 
Municipal Infrastructure Grant (MIG) from 
Government, in a rather unusual way. The 
grant was made available for the upgrading 
of the sewage works, but when it was dis- 
covered that an unlicensed sewage works 
could not be upgraded, and our sewage 
plant was not licensed at the time, the fund- 
ing was hastily switched to another project 


on the Integrated Development Plan 
wishlist. Because a grant not used has to 
be returned to Government. (Licencing 
of the sewage works is currently being 
dealt with.) 


Consulting engineers, Aurecon, were 
brought in for preliminary work and after 
tenders were evaluated the job was given 
to Benver Civils and Plant Hire from 
Knysna. They began work on the fields 
in May last year. The project will cost 
close to R1,8 million and is expected to 
be completed by late February or early 
March of this year. Included in the work 
is a spectator stand, instant lawn from a 
farm near Dysselsdorp, a section of road, 
an irrigation system and the bright green 
wall. Low-level practice lighting will 
soon be installed and the Municipality 
will be responsible for all maintenance. 


Mayor Lottering explained that the 
Odendaal Sports Grounds, the current 
venue for both soccer and rugby, was 
being over-used and badly damaged as a 
result. It will continue to be used for

The new sports field has not been with- 
out some controversy.

Aurecon said that 
by the end of their contract they will 
have established a sound plan for the 
Municipality’s water which must be 
maintained thereafter.

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Volstruisvlei Development: Quo Vadis? 


&A Fruit Farms (Pty) Ltd has 

withdrawn its application for the 
Volstruisvlei development that it 
handed in at the Department of Envi- 
ronmental Affairs and Development 
Planning on 24 November 2011. The 
proposed development provided for 
gap housing, a business site and a com- 
munity facility on Prince Albert’s cur- 
rent golf course, owned by the Prince 
Albert Golf Club. A new nine-hole 
golf course, 175 private homes and 
recreation facilities had been planned 
for the farm, Volstruisvlei, on the 
north-eastern edge of the town. Farm- 
ing would have continued on some 
parcels of land on the proposed new 
golf course. 


Residents of Prince Albert who regis- 
tered as Interested and Affected Parties 
were surprised to learn on 17 January 
2013 of the decision from Marion 
Schaaf of Sharples Environmental Ser- 
vices in George. This company was 
appointed by P & A Fruit Farms (Pty) 
Ltd to conduct the environmental im- 
pact assessment process for the Vol- 
struisvlei development as required by 
law.

Approached for clarification by the 
Friend, Marion Schaaf replied: “The 
Prince Albert Golf Club no _ longer 
wishes to have relocation of the existing 
Karoo golf course to a more suitable site 
considered to be part of a larger project. 
This was never the Golf Club’s wish, 
intention or objective and it will hence- 
forth chart its own course. Due to cir- 
cumstances, the landowners also had to 
rethink their position and the size of the 
application.”

“The integrated development that would 
have seen the existing golf course relo- 
cated, the site of the old golf course 
made available to the town for future 
expansion and a residential development 
away from the historical core of the town 
has been abandoned.

ing golf in Prince Albert special. They 
never signed up for a polemic about 
housing developments or what would 
happen to the old golf course site. An 
alternative arrangement is being made 
for an area of private grazing land to be 
used to also play golf on. 


The owners of the Volstruisvlei proper- 
ties are also reconsidering their posi- 
tion. They hold multiple Title Deeds 
and are entitled to construct primary 
and secondary residences as well as 
workers’ accommodation on each of 
them without having to fight with any- 
one and could then sell them off sepa- 
rately. Any influence the town’s com- 
munity may have had on _ building 
styles or the protection of the town’s 
vista has, sadly, now been lost. 


No decision has been taken about the 
future of the existing golf course site 
although it seems most likely that it 
will be sold out of hand for the future 
owners to do with as they please. 
Whether they will be sensitive to the 
town’s needs remains to be seen.

I will remember Appels for his soft- 
spoken, polite and gentle ways; his loping 
walk and his smile and delight at meeting 
one in the street. He reminded me of the 
guy in David Kramer’s song, Royal Ho- 
tel: “Ek ken mos vir almal, Ek is almal se 
pél.” 


Appels loved being a part of the Friend. 
He was very fond of the late Commie 
Koen, the Friend’s administrator. I will 
never forget his genuine tears and con- 
cern when, desperately ill, Cornie left 
Prince Albert to be with her family in the 
North West province. Cornie and Appels 
had worked together for a good many 
years. She relied on him to deliver the 
newspaper, the accounts, and messages, 
and run errands. Yes, there were times 
when he irritated her, but Appels and the 
Friend went together like love and mar- 
riage and a horse and carriage. 


In between times, he handed out bro- 
chures for Pep and Lewis Stores and 
worked as a gardener. He would disap- 
pear for a few weeks only to reappear 
out of the blue and announce that he 
had travelled to Johannesburg or some 
other part of the country to work. He 
would then remind us that he was ready 
and able to deliver the next edition of 
the paper as soon as it was ready. 


Appels was born in Prince Albert and 
grew up at 146 Kronkel St, where his 
sister still lives. He did not complete 
high school and for most of his life did 
odd jobs. He leaves behind his sister 
and four brothers and his partner of 12 
years, Mina Jaftha.

hometown of Brighton, and aspects of the 
city are always pictured on their covers. 


For a crime writer, says James, Brighton is 
an almost perfect criminal environment. It 
has an unguarded coastline — perfect for 
importing drugs and exporting stolen 
goods - masses of escape routes close to 
hand: all the coastal ports, Eurotunnel, 
Gatwick Airport, and London just 50 min- 
utes away by train and a great road net- 
work. 


And with two universities, a huge student 
population, a very large arty community 
and the largest gay community in the UK 
there is no shortage of characters to draw 
on. 


Dead Man’s Grip is an unputdownable 
read, setting off at a cracking pace that 
doesn’t ease up until the final pages. The 
blurb says, “Carly Chase is traumatised ten 
days after being in a fatal traffic accident 


which kills a teenage student from Brighton 
University. Then she receives news that 
turns her entire world into a living night- 
mare. The drivers of the other two vehicles 
involved have been found tortured and mur- 
dered.” 


Detective Superintendant Roy Grace of the 
Sussex Police force warns Carly that she 
could be next because the student had 
deadly connections. These connections 
reach right across the Atlantic and the killer, 
it seems, is not going to rest until every per- 
son involved in that fatal accident is dead 
too. 


DS Grace advises feisty Carly that her best 
option is to go into hiding and change her 
identity. But she disagrees, knowing that 
people have ways of hunting you down 
wherever you hide. She feels that if the po- 
lice are unable to stop them she has to find a 
way to do it herself. 


But tension mounts as you soon become 
aware that the killer is one step ahead of her, 
watching, waiting, and ready...

S outh African writer Janet Rogers has 
just released a well-received debut 
novel, East of the Sun. Janet’s early ca- 
reer was in teaching — Prince Alberters 
will remember her as Juffrou Kriel who 
taught English at Hoérskool Zwartberg 
in the mid-1990s. She moved on to do 
research for the management consulting 
industry in Johannesburg. Canada was 
home in 2003, after which she lived in 
Russia from 2004-2009, where she 
worked as a freelance writer and editor. 
Janet and her American husband are cur- 
rently based in Portugal. 


East of the Sun is a thriller that explores 
the dangerous consequences that arise 
when the diplomatic community be- 
comes entangled with big business in the 
pursuit of Russia’s vast natural re- 
sources. A year after the Canadian Am- 
bassador to Russia disappears during 
negotiations between a Canadian explo- 
ration company and its Russian counter- 
part, his wife Amelia Preston returns to 
Moscow. The shady realm of mining 
industry in-fighting takes centre stage as 
she sets off on a quest to find answers. 
The result is a fast-paced nail-biter. 


The Friend caught up with Janet in 
cyberspace to learn more about her and 
her new novel. 


Where are you and your family origi- 
nally from in South Africa, where did 
you study and why did you choose 


teaching as a profession? 


I come from a family of teachers and 
educators and grew up where there are 
often jobs for young teachers - small 
towns. I have fond, if weird, memories 
of growing up in the Northern Cape. We 
moved to the Western Cape when I was 
about 12. I studied at Stellenbosch and 
again later at what is now the University 
of Johannesburg (then RAU). 


What attracted you to Prince Albert 
and Hoérskool Zwartberg? 


Teaching at Hoérskool Zwartberg was 
my very first job after university, so I 
guess it was a question of going where 
you could find a position. I consider my- 
self quite lucky to have started in such a 
picturesque part of the world. I remem- 
ber feeling very green and who can forget 
that incredible summer heat, the after- 
noon wind, the beautiful mountain, the 
good food, friendly people and my lovely 
students, who are all grown up now and 
remind me of just how old I am. 


You appear to have a travel bug. Did 
you start on your travels abroad after 
leaving Hoérskool Zwartberg? 


Travel bug, restlessness, a thirst for ex- 
periences, yes indeed. I moved to Johan- 
nesburg after leaving Prince Albert, left 
teaching and met my husband, who’s 
American, at the consulting firm where 
we both worked. And that’s when my 
own restlessness met its match, I sup- 
pose. He’s even more adventurous than I 
am! We moved to Montreal (Canada) in 
2003, then Russia and now Portugal. 
Talk about culture shock and language 
confusion! But our lives are certainly 
richer and we have developed broader 
perspectives. 


When did you start writing and why? 


I’ve always written, but when you grow 
up in a conservative, middle-class Afri- 
kaans home, the notion of making your 
living from writing isn’t exactly top of 
the list of potential career paths. When I 
left South Africa I started doing it more

seriously. I did freelance jobs, immersed 
myself as much as I could and learnt a 
great deal. The written word has such 
tremendous power to shape, teach, 
enlighten, console, nourish and _ espe- 
cially to entertain. So, for now, my writ- 
ing ambition is simply to tell a good 
story. 


How much of your book is based on 
personal experience? Why did you 
choose to place it in Russia? 


Five years in Russia certainly helped me 
to convey the atmosphere, the nuance 
and the very peculiar reality of the place, 
but the story is entirely fictional. Cor- 
ruption, dirty deals and an astonishing 
lack of ethics are all par for the course in 
Russian business, and especially in the 
mining/natural resources world. My hus- 
band worked in that industry and I often 
feared for his safety, so my tendency to 
play the “imagine if’ game led to a story 
about one woman facing these powerful 
mining giants. 


Are you happy with the response to 
your book? 


It is early days, but the response from 
readers has been great. When I hear “it 
kept me guessing” and “I couldn’t put it 
down”, I’m happy. That’s what it’s all 
about. 


Do you have a message you want to 
convey in your book? 


Not really. I think readers who don’t 
know the realities of Russia will make 
some discoveries, and there are certainly 
messages about the way international 
business is conducted, but the overall 
intention is to entertain. 


What are your plans for the future? Is 
there another book in the offing? 


Readers have already started asking, 
which is a lovely compliment. I’ve 
started jotting down some tentative ideas 
and I’m doing research, but nothing con- 
crete yet. We have to finish construction 
of our house here in Portugal first, so it 
may be a month or two before I can start 
again in earnest. 
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Do you plan on visiting South Africa 
and even Prince Albert sometime in 
the future? 


I miss South Africa terribly and we come 
back often, but never often enough. I’ve 
been back to Prince Albert several times 
and will come and stock up on olives the 
next time I’m in town. 


How best can readers get hold of the 
book? 


East of the Sun is currently available on 
Amazon in both paperback and Kindle 
format. I’m working on making the 
book available in South Africa, but even 
with delivery costs, the Amazon price 
cannot be achieved through local suppli- 
ers, so I recommend ordering it online.

cows have "best friends" and get stressed 
when separated. 


In his book The Cow, the former butcher 
and poet Beat Sterchi invented an adjective 
to describe the way that cows stand plac- 
idly — "cowpeaceably". If you watch cows 
lying down in a field they will normally be 


ruminating (chewing on regurgitated 
grass), staring blankly into space and 
looking totally at peace. This state of 
total calmness makes the cow appear 
withdrawn and "otherworldly". This is 
perhaps why we assume there is nothing 
much going on between a cow's ears. 


But we cow lovers have always known 
that cows have emotional depth. DH 
Lawrence wrote brilliantly about his rela- 
tionship with Susan, a black cow that he 
milked every morning in 1924-5 on his 
ranch in Taos, New Mexico. 


He comments on her "cowy oblivion", 
her "cow inertia", her "cowy passivity" 
and her "cowy peace" and he wonders 
where she goes to in her trances. But he 
believes, quite rightly, that there is al- 
ways "a certain untouched chaos in her", 
which is never far away. Some days, he 
writes, she is "fractious, tiresome, and a 
faggot". This is because she will deliber- 
ately do things to annoy him, such as 
swinging her tail in his face during milk- 
ing: "So sometimes she swings it, just on 
purpose: and looks at me out of the black

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corner of her great, pure-black eye, when 
I yell at her." 


To anyone who works, or has worked, 
with cows, it comes as no surprise that 
cows are capable of friendships. Within 
any herd there is a pecking order that 
results in cows coming into the milking 
parlour every time in more or less the 
same position in the queue. At the dairy 
farm I worked on as an agricultural stu- 
dent we had "Devilish Delilah", "Crafty 
Caroline" and "Pain-In-The-Arse Mary- 
Rose" — all of which were nicknamed 
because of their annoying or aggressive 
antics at milking time or feeding time. 
Dominant cows will push their way to 
the front of the queue, bully and intimi- 
date more sensitive souls, and dictate 
when and where the group will move 
around their pasture. No submissive cow 
would want to be their "best friend". 


Certain cows will always be the ringlead- 
ers when trouble occurs — bulldozing 
fences until they give way is often found 
out by accident, but then pursued with 
great joy by the felons. And woe betide 


anyone who gets in the way of a protec- 
tive mother and her calf; she'll knock you 
for six and reverse over you for good 
measure. 


But there are also the gentler cows who 
always appreciate a scratch behind the 
ear aS you go past and the cows that 
Temple Grandin, the animal scientist, 
would describe as "curiously afraid". 
These cows, and most do exhibit this 
behaviour, will be curious of any new 
thing but terrified of it at the same time. 
The braver ones will come forward to 
investigate first, but will stand at such a 
distance that their necks and tongues will 
be stretched out as far as possible so they 
don't have to be too close. They will 
snort, sniff and try to lick the novelty 
until they decide after about 15 minutes 
that they are bored and will wander off. 
There's a lot going on between those 
hairy ears.

Traffic Department Under Scrutiny 


pm Albert’s Council is consider- 
ing a report on the Municipal 
Traffic Department prepared by DA 
Councillor Annelie Rabie. According to 
the Municipal Manager, Heinrich Met- 
tler, Mayor Goliath Lottering asked Ra- 
bie, because of her specialist back- 
ground, to undertake the inquiry into the 
traffic department. 


Concerns have been expressed in Coun- 
cil and at Ward Committee meetings 
about the functioning of the traffic de- 
partment and also its contribution to the 
Municipality’s income. Mr Mettler could 
not say when the report would be made 
public. 


Water Situation 


M ettler, was delighted that in spite 
of the busy holiday season and the 


hot weather in December and January, 
the Municipality did not have to intro- 
duce water restrictions in Prince Albert, 


Leeu-Gamka and Klaarstroom. “Our 
technical services team led by Mr Noel 
Klink worked throughout the season. In 
spite of our limited water storage capac- 
ity, we managed the situation well,” he 
said. 


Mettler also pointed to the Municipality’s 
holiday programme and its 10 portable 
swimming pools at the Odendaal Sports 
Grounds throughout the school holidays. 
“Children and parents had fun, kept cool 
and did not need to waste water at home. 
But more than that, the pools provided an 
alternative to swimming at Eerstewater, 
which was our main objective,” he noted. 
“The river and the picnic spots were no- 
ticeably cleaner this year.” 


Mettler pointed out that the building of a 
swimming pool behind the Thusong Cen- 
tre in Prince Albert was a priority for the 
Municipality. There was now funding for 
the project, which would also include a 
sports field and running track, and a 
bowling green.

Thursday Group Replaces Bambino’s Roof

rince Albert’s Thursday Group 

has again made a valuable contri- 
bution to the community without fuss 
or fanfare. Thanks to the generosity of 
this informal group of retired women, 
Bambino Nursery School boasts a 
brand new roof. A solid structure of 
wood, corrugated iron and Perspex has 
replaced the well-worn, rather tatty 
shade cloth that covered the school’s 
classrooms and central quadrangle. 


The Thursday Group has been involved 
with Bambino Nursery School for 
some time. It provides the ingredients 
for the 90 children’s breakfasts every 
week, has supplied bedding and mem- 
bers visit the school from time to time. 
They were shocked one morning after a 
rainstorm to see the children playing 
and sloshing about on a sopping wet 
quadrangle. They also learned from the 
teachers that the shade cloth no longer 
offered protection from the sun and 
wind and regularly came adrift in the 
strong Prince Albert winds. 


After discussions with the school and 
its control board, the Thursday Group 
asked retired architect John Whitton to 
design a roof that would meet Bam- 
bino’s needs and Dick Metcalf, a re- 
tired civil engineer, to provide techni- 
cal advice. Both volunteered their ser- 
vices for the project. Three tenders for 


the construction were sought and local 
builder Bertus van der Spuy was em- 
ployed. He and his team started work in 
the October school holidays so as not to 
interfere with the children and their 
teachers. 


The roof was unveiled in December 
2012 at a small ceremony at Bambino. 
Sammy Delport, chair of Bambino’s 
control board, said that he had diffi- 
culty in finding the words to express 
how he felt and thanked the Thursday 
Group for their amazing generosity and 
support for the school. 


Ione Auerswald told the Friend that the 
project had cost R62 000. “It was 
money well spent on something that 
will last a long, long time and that was 
sorely needed by a school that is well 
run and plays an important role in the 
community,” she said. “This was the 
biggest project that we undertook last 
year and we continue to be grateful for 
all the support that we receive from 
residents and further afield.” 


The Thursday Group’s involvement 
with Bambino Nursery School contin- 
ues. In 2013 the group will assist in 
renovating the school’s kitchen and 
toilets.

Zwartberg Runners, with its recog- 
nisable bright orange running gear, is to 
close. The club was launched five years 
ago and has hosted five popular half 
marathons and 10km events, and many 
fun runs and relays. The club’s colours 
were represented at various races around 
the country, including the prestigious 
Two Oceans and Comrades Marathons. 


Terry Barnato, chairperson of the Zwart- 
berg Runners, says that the five years 
were fulfilling and enriching. “In spite 
of this, we reached a point where we 
needed to make a decision regarding the 
club and its viability. It has not been easy 
and our decision to close the club was 
not made overnight.” 


Terry explained that Zwartberg Runners 
has always had a small membership and 
often struggled to meet the membership 
requirements of the affiliating body, Ath- 
letics South Western Districts (SWD). 
“In the last year Athletics SWD made 
increasing demands on us. I guess this is 
because of the pressure put on them by 
the main body, Athletics South Africa. 
However, it does result in little clubs like 
ours struggling to keep up.” 


The club is required to hold an official 
running event every year. The costs in 
time and funds are huge. “From the out- 
set Zwartberg Runners battled with a 
shoestring budget as well as a skeleton 
staff. But the demands are getting 
tougher and the shoestrings and skeletons 
are no longer there to handle them,” 
Terry said ruefully. “We have had some 
faithful sponsors through the years but it 
would not be fair to continue to ask them 
to sustain us. Nor is it fair to put extra 
demands on folk who are already 
stretched to their limits.” 


Some Zwartberg Runners’ members are 
joining Run/Walk for Life in Oudt- 
shoorn. Terry thanked all the members 
who had been loyal to the club since 
2008. “You put the club’s name on the 
map through your blood, sweat and guts. 
Members like you made our decision to 
close the club a very sad and difficult

And finally, to 
the overworked and definitely underpaid 
Zwartberg Runners committee, thank you 
for throwing in time and effort and for 
believing that we could do it. Maybe 
some day we, or someone else can start 
the club again...”
